





ASI officers face recall

A Recall Committee, consisting 
of on-campus student groups, has 
ignited a recall movement to fire 
some members of the Associated 
Student government 

Rumors. grumbles, complaints 
over policies, funds and elections 
have been fulminating for a long 
time and out came a slew of recall 
petitions 

Iwo recall meetings, one last 
week and one yesterday. produced 
detailed allegations against ASI 


president John Giannoni, Vice 
President Eileen Denes, Senate 
Chair Jim Hollenback. and 


Senators Brad Ward. Julius Bolds

“One of the reasons for many of 
the Senators being recalled is 
absenteeism either from the budget 
hearings or trom the Senate 
meetings.” the introduction to the 
petitions read. “As the Associated 
Students will be responsible for 
over $400,000 this year, knowledge 
ot the different programs and their 
respective budgets are crucial.” 

The petitions against Giannom 
and Hollenback cite “attempts to 
eliminate funding for programs 
essential to the continued studies of 
Third World and women 


students.” While admitting that

most of the programs eventually 






were funded under student. staff. 
or faculty pressure, they mentioned 
that “the Children’s Center is still 
$10,000 
penses and has been forced to raise 
its rates to middle-income families 
hy more than 200 percent.” The

Program (EOP), meanwhile. has 
halt its budget “tied up in Financial 
Aids.”

back for misusing his authority in

They 
have gotten lazy and don't want to 
cook or clean up their houses 
Many of them can't afford maids 
and if they can, they are often 
third World women. so they are 
demanding help from their males.” 

White women have been com-

As part of a new itnage tor the 
CSUS pohce department, a more 
service-oriented style is being 
utilized along with increased 
student involvement 

Stressing that “many students 
think the campus ts out of bounds 
lor bad buys this isn’t so.” said 
Officer Hower of the CSUS police 
department. He outlined problems 
and solutions centering around an 
“Awareness Program” started 
earher this year 

The Chancellor's office had 
started a Public Safety Program 
for the college system and when 
CSUS police chief Don Yelverton 
was there, he became interested in 
expanding this into the com- 
munity. Officer Howe ts the dorm 
haison for the campus police 
department and has also given 
talks to a couple of classes 

Howe went to Lake Tahoe with

Howe described tt as 
an “open rap” and said the res- 
ponse was great. “It was therr first 
chance to get legitimate in- 
formation.” Since then, Howe has 
spoken at each dorm and concen- 
trates his talks on helptul hints on 
cnme prevention and other forms 
mM student involvement 

Things like locking first floor 
windows when the resident isn't 
there. reporting people shaking 
door knobs, and otherwise ques- 
tionable activities are a few sugges- 
tions. The police department also 
has three students who patrol the 
dorms and parking lots: Howe says 
that “students must take care of 
their own™ since they also live on 
campus,” and that “most situations 
can be handled by the resident ac- 
sistants.” The police want to keepa 
“low profile.” says Howe, and so 
far. more calls have come into the

Chair of the Senate Jim Hollen- 
back reacted to news of the recall 
petitions, and senator Tony Mazy 
offered a personal interview 

Hollenback questioned that 
funds for the poor. women and 
Third World were really cut. He 
commented that the $10,000 fun- 
ding shortage of the Child Care 
Center wa» money that “Petey 
(Dodson, director of the Center) 
agreed upon “as money she could 
raise.” When asked if Dodson had 
communicated problems with rars- 
ing the money. Hollenback said 
“She hasn't vet”

Many Ihird World women 
could not leave their jobs on strike 
day. because they would certainly 
be fired trom the factories and 
fields. If the women stopped 
volunteering. on strike day or 
forever, many  public-interest 
groups that do not have money to 
hire could not run any longer 

The statement. “don't engage in 
cgo-boosting of your husband 
today” 1s qualified by “what if your 
husband has looked and looked for 
a job with no success” That in itself 
is pretty ego-deflating.~

While he “doesn't know what the 
Alumni Association is doing now.” 
he had presented a case before the 
Hornet Foundation regarding use 
of the old Ink Machine trailer 
space 

Hollenback explained that as 
chair of the Senate. he had to 
sometimes silence outbreaks dur- 
ng the budget hearings. “I allowed 
them to speak if they were 
recognized.” he said. “but you can't 
get changes when people are 
screaming at you” 

Hollenback admitted that he 
proposed the name changes of the 
Chicanito Science and Barno Art 
projects, but that it was “passed in 
the budget that the whole Senate 
adopted formally | just wanted 
recognition tor CSUS as a college 
relating to the community 
Students came and called it to our 
attention and we changed it.” 

Hollenback offered the general 
comment. “The ASI is in a really 
crappy state as tar as the budget.” 
because the first thing the Senate 
must do when elected is pass one 
Hollenback

Senator Tony Mazy reacted: “I 
am amused by the increasing 
tendencies by students to be out- 
raged at the freedom of speech. | 
would detend my right to advocate 
the removal of the faculty of 
boards, though I have never done 
so.” Most who do. he added, “seem 
to have some reasonable 
arguments when they do.” 

Remarking on his advocacy of 
funding cuts for the poor, women, 
and Third World, Mazy said: “It 
that’s the charge. then it’s so vague 
I don’t want to comment. | always 
understood the Third World to 
mean the non-aligned nations.” 

He added that although he per- 
sonally opposed the Child Care 
Center, he had voted for its funding 
because “the school of engineering 
students have indicated they are for 
it” 

His “participation 1 un- 
publicized meetings, as the petition 
read, was during an ad-hoc com- 
mittee operating before the Board 
of Fiscal Matters was appointed 
He said they were not secret. 
though not covered by media, and 
were generally known, if not an- 
nounced, at regular Senate 
meetings

printed until the Students for a 
Democratic Society began an ad-

X-rated films are a no-no 
At least this is the opinion of the 
Women’s Caucus which ts dratting 
4 statement against showing por- 
nographic movies at CSUS 

But the move to ban X-rated films 
has started. Catherine O'Brien sent 
a letter of protest to the Student 
Senate, President James G. Bond 
and the CSUS Film Committee in 
response to an article in the Oct. 21 
State Hornet mentioning the pos- 
sibility of showing -rated films 
here. It savs in part 

“There are already too many 
problems affecting women on this 
campus, and bringing 
pronographic films to the univer- 
sity community would be promot- 
ing a destructive image of women.” 

This letter was signed by more 
than OQ persons affiliated with 
CSUS 

O'Brien savs pornographic 
films would bring an undesirable 
community element to the campus 

The X-rated film idea was dis- 
cussed at the Women’s Caucus 
Someone asked if it is legal to bring 
X-rated films on campus. Points 
brought out against the film series 
were that it would discriminate 
against women, it wouldn't be 
educationally valuable; and it’s not 
the job of ASI to make profits. 

It was alleged that taxpayers 
would look unfavorably upon the 
idea of paying for a facility that 
shows X-rated films. especially 
when there are opportunities to see

Claiming it is time for the 
Western mind to finally meet the 
Eastern mind, Dr. Cheng-Ping 
Hseih blamed an historical Sino- 
American communication gap on 
American misrepresentations of 
Chinese culture and history 

Dr. Cheng. a former U.N 
delegate from China in 1945 and 
professor emeritus of history at 
CSUS. spoke before a sparse 
gathering last Tuesday afternoon 
in the Forest Suite of the Univer- 
sity Union 

He said that for Americans to 
understand China, two conditions 
must be met: Americans must exer- 
cise patience and learn the Chinese 
language. and Chinese experts 
must explain Chinese life to the 
American public 

The affable Dr. Cheng used an 
historical approach to explain the 
Sino-American communication 
gap 

“The fundamental gap ts 
between the industrial-business 
Western mind.” he said. “and the 
agricultural Eastern mind.” 

He sought to dispel 
misinterpretations of Chinese his-

tory and culture 
China was isolationist during 
most of its history. “She learned 
everything from you (the West)” 
including the idea of the 
strong state. Dr Cheng contended 
Dr. Cheng also pointed out that 
during the height of its empire- 
building prior to the 19th Century. 
China’s political and cultural in- 
atretched trom the Pacific 
Southeast Asta

Ocean to 
“Geographically and culturally it’s 
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nonsense to say China was 
isolationist.” He mentioned the 
fact that Buddhism was introduced 
to China from West Central Asia. 

China has always been 2 ceniric 
nation, believing all other peopies 
are barbarians. “No big country ts 
homogencous in its ethnic 
makeup,” Dr. Cheng asserted. “All 
of the empires which 
represented China throughout its 
history were built by barbarians 
(non-Chinese). including __ the 
Mongols, Turks and Persians.” 

Dr. Cheng even held out hope 
for the vitality of the American 
nation 

“The US will never decline. It ts 
being constantly infused with new 
blood.” He was referring to the 
different ethnic waves which have 
been part of US history. “Any 
country new in blood and culture

Asians are backward = in- 
dustrially and have never enjoyed 
freedom of thought. Dr. Cheng 
said this point of view was both 
unhistoric and a misinterpretation. 
“How many Americans before 
their independence were highly 
educated” The birth of a great 
democracy took place during 
America’s pre-industrial period 

“China has enjoved freedom of 
thought throughout its history.” 
Dr Cheng added. He mentioned 
religious freedom. which existed 
until the time of Mao-tse Tung. 
and pointed to the growth of Bud- 
dhism and Contucianism 

Concluding his talk. Dr. Cheng 
said. “LT hope you( American youth) 
will start a new era of understan- 
ding by voursell ~
